HE OPENING OF PARLIAMENT.—The

A Town Destroyed by Fire.—In the early hours 
of Saturday morning last the town of Aalesund, in 
Norway, wus practically wiped out of existence. by fire. 
Fanned by a furious western gale, the flames spread with 
*uch rapidity that in a few hours barely a house was left 
standing. Over 12,600 ns were rendered homeless 
and without food or clothing, it being impossible to save 
anything from the devouring flames. The damage done to 

roperty is estimated at one million pounds. Only two 
fines were lost in the fire, but it is stated that several 
others died during the night through exposure to the bitter 
wind and rain. elp was at once forthcoming from the 
smaller towns in the district. One large building was 
transformed into a hospital, whilst nearly a thousand 
children were provided with shelter in a church which was 
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fortunately outside the fire zone. The Germ»n Emperor, 
on learning of the disaster, immediately dispatched a 
cruiser from Kiel with doctors and provisions. 


Killed by an Elephant.—Mr. George Lockhart, 
the well-known trainer of elephants, was crushed to death 
ut Walthamstow by one of his own animals Jast Sunday 
afternoon. Mr. Lockhart had just arrived from Norwich 
with his troupe of performing elephants, to fulfil an 
«ngagement this week at the local theatre of varieties. It 
was while the animals were being detrained at Hoe Street 
goods station that the fatality occurred. Of the four 
elephants which make up the troupe, a keeper was in 
charge of the firet, the second was in charge of 
Mr. Lockhart junior, the third was led by Mr. Lock- 
hart senior, while another keeper had charge of the 
fourth. Suddenly the elephant led by Mr, Lockhart 
senior began trumpeting, and made a bolt for liberty. 
It continued its course through the goods-yard until it 
came to a place where on one side of it stood a railway- 
truck an( on the other an ordinary road van. Mr. Lock- 
hart was endeavouring to stay the animal's further flight, 
when the-elephant turned slightly, crushing the unfortunate 
man well-nigh to a pulp against the side of the truck. He 
expired almost immediately The elephant, which was 
ı favourite with the deceased trainer, was captured without | 
further trouble. 


Release of “‘ Colonel” Lynch.—The release of 
“ Colonel" Lynch from gaol, after the completion of twelve 
months’ imprisonment, is announced. It will be remem- 
bered that he was sentenced to death on the charge of 
treasop-felony. having assisted the Boers during the war. 
The sehtence was subsequently commuted to one of penal 
servitude for life. * Colonel " Lynch is not the recipient 
of a Royal pardon. but is merely released “on license.” 
This means that although he will have full personal liberty, 
he is disqualified to sit in Parliament or to be elected to 
any position of trust.

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DEATH or Ma. WHITAKER WRIGHT 


TRAGEDY FOLLOWS SENTENCE 
OF SEVEN YEARS' PENAL 
SERVITUDE. 


HE trial of Mr. Whitaker Wright had a 
tragic sequel, unparalleled, perhaps, in 
the history of the Law Courts. ` Within 
one hour of receiving sentence on Tuesday 

afternoon he died from heart failure. He showed 
signs of illness very soon after the Judge had 
delivered sentence. On removal from the court 
and while spexking with two friends, a change 
suddenly occurred in his condition. He sat 
down on a chair, censed to speak, and then 
gave way under heart failure. A doctor was 
immediately sent for, but on his arrival life 
was already extinct. Some particulars of the 
trial are printed below. 


The Whitaker Wright Trial. 
Mr. Justice Bigham had this case before him 


throughous last week. For two days the 
defendant was under- examination in the 


witness-box. ‘The case for the defence having 
closed, Mr. Rufus Isaacs. K.C., preceeded to 
address the jury on behalf of the prosecution. 
Upon the resumption of the trial last Monday 
morning, Mr. Lawson Walton, K.C., com- 
menced his address for the defence. He 
described the attitude of the prosecution as 
* marked and uudisguised vindictiveness.” He 
begged the jnry to sweep all prejudiced impres- 
sions from their minds before they approached 
consideration of the arguments and evidence 
upon which alone the issue could be cor- 
rectly. determined. ‘The case was remarkable, 
continued Mr. Walton, in this respeet—that 
Mr. Whitaker Wright stood alone charged 
with the crime framed in the indictment. 
Where were the accused’s colleagues? Where 
were the other directors who sat on the Board 
while the transactions in question parsed 
through? If Lord. Dufferin and Lord Loch had 
been alive, would the prosecution have dared to 
make the charge of falsehood and duplicity ? 

Mr. Justice Bigham, before n crowded court, 
began his summing-up on ‘Tuesday morning. 
More ladies than at any other period of the 
trinl were present, and the only absentee at the 
beginning was Mr. Rufns Isaacs, counsel for 
the prosecution, Mr. Wright, who had pre- 
viously been chatting with his counsel, seemed 
in good spirits. Speaking in deliberate, some- 
what low tones, the Judge addreased the jury 
amid the profoundest attention, No one appar- 
ently moved band or foot in court for the first 
few minutes. Passing on to the nature of the 
indictment, the Judge pointed out that the sub- 
stance of the charge against defendant was that 


| he issued two false and fraudulent balance- 
sheets, The indictment was divided into twenty- 
six heads. ‘he first eighteen came under 


Section 84 of the Larceny Act of 1861. a section 
that dealt with the issuing and circulation of false 
balance - sheets with intent to deceive share- 
holders, creditors, and members of the public who 
might become shareholders. ‘The other heads came 
| under Section 83, which dealt with false entries 
| in books. ‘The jury might find the defendant 
guilty on any, or all, of these heads; but he, 
the Judge, intended to put to them a general 
issue, ** Was Mr. Wright guilty or not?” and 
| if the jury found him guilty, they could point 
out any head which they did not consider proved 
against him. 


The charge, his Lordship continued, was n 
| very serious one—*'a very terigus one," he 


added impressively; and the jury ought not 
| to find the defendant guilty unless they were 
| satisfied beyond reasonable doubt of his guilt. 

‘he jury retired to consider their verdict, and 
jon returning pronounced one of ** Guilty." The 
| Judge, in grave tones, sentenced the prisoner 
to seven years’ penal servitude. Mr. Whitaker 
Wright, who had stood up to receive sentence, 
Lon hearing the sentence, said in a firm voice: 
“AlN I can say is I am as innocent of any 
intention to deceive tuyone as anyone in court.”’

On Cucumbers. 
N reply to my Somersetshire correspondent, I may say 
that a cucumber likely to suit him is Dobbie's Tele- 
graph. It ia à most prolific varicty, and the improved 

stock lately introduced has a shorter neck and keeps 
much longer fresh and crisp than the ori l variety. 

The fruits are of fine shape, large and uniform in size, 
deep green in colour, and of exceptionally fine quality, 
Itis an enormous cropper, and suitable for exhibition or 
culinary purposes. Now is the time to sow seed in pans, 
placed in strong bottom heat, and if a Succession is wanted, 
| repeat the sowings up to the end of April. As soon as the

secondary or rough leaves are developed, transplant singly 
into 3-inch pots, using asa compost light, turfy loam not 
broken too small, with about a third of the whole quantity 
of well-rotted manure added. This soil should be warmed 
before being used, and the best way to do this is to place 
it in a warm greenhouse for forty-eight hours before using. 
A shift into 4-inch or 5-inch pots at the proper time will 
be desirable, after which the plants may be transferred to 
the fruiting beds. The time betwren sowing and plantin; 

in the beds will be about five weeks. A temperature oi 

70 deg. to 75 deg.. with a minimum of 60deg., should be 
maintained, and the walls and passages kept moist. When 
the weather is warm give plenty of air, and syringe 
morning and evening. Cucumbers are generally grown in 
spin-roofed houses, which are specially suitable for their 
culture ; but where stable litter 1s plentiful a good supply 
may be had by growing them on hot-beds in pits or 
frames, 

Plants for Unheated Greenhouse, 


The best course is to purchase in the spring fuchsias, 
geraniums, especially ivy-leaf varieties, begonias, petunias, 
or any similar tender things, and flower them through 
the summer, then throw them away^hnd fill the house 


auriculas, wallflowers, carnations, Christmas roses, deutzias, 
or other flowering shrubs, roses, and ordinary spring- 
blooming bulbs also in pots. If one cannot keep frost out 
in the winter. none of the things mentioned will suffer 
materially. One may, if preferred, raise and grow in pots 
in the spring and summer tender annuals such as stocks, 
asters, zinnias, phlox Drummondi, verbenas, lobelias, etc., 
and if some hardy annuals were sown thinly in pots in 
September, one could winter those, and they would bloom 
in the early summer before the tender annuals, 


Late Potatoes. 

Potatoes should be lifted in October, says a writer in 
Gardening lliustrated, People who still cling to the old 
notion that every vestige o! nm must disappear before 
the tubers are taken up should have no scrüples upon this 
point. 


On heavy and cold soijs it is of the greatest | 


importance that they shoud be out of the ground, for | 
| not only ix wet soil very detrimental to the quality of 


the tubers, but grubs also are apt to bore into them 
and injure them. The tubers should have been dug 
up, leaving them fully exposed to the atmosphere for 
an hour or two to become dry. Those of an eatable 
size should alone be selected, the smaller being rejected.

Press the soil into the pots 
firmly, placing a pinch of sand on the top of the soil, which 
is carried to the bottom of the hole with the dibber, on 
which the cuttings rest, as they make roots quicker in sand 
than soil. The cuttings should be taken off from two 
inches to three inches in length, selecting those which are 
stout and healthy, but not too sappy; reject any that have 
bloom-buds in the point, choosing those which have a 
tendency to a free growth ; those which grow a few inehes 
away from the stem are to be preferred. Remove the 
sir of lower leaves, cut square across below a joint, 
insert the cuttings firmly in the soil, give a good water- 
ing to settle the latter about the cuttings, and place 
the pots in the hand-lights or frames. No air will be 
nired until the cuttings are rooted, beyond the removil 
of the lights for an hour or so every morning to dissipate 
condensed moisture on the glass. If the cuttings nre to be 
struck in the frames without the aid of pots, dibble them 
into the soil (which should be three inches thick and made 
firm) about three inches apart, treating them in the sam» 
manner as the others, to avoid damping of the leav: s. 
When the cuttings have formed roots, air should b: 
giadually given them, increasing the supply as * ger pro- 
ceeds, and the lights can be removed altogether without 
the plants flagging. Place the plants as near to the glass 
as possible, another preventive of their being drawn up 
weakly, which is a fatul mistake. 


Exporting Fowls. 


Fowls for abroad must be packed in properly construcfel 
co ps, unless they are merely to be sent across the Channel, 
when a crate will answer. The sexes should be separated, 
and birds should not be penned together unless they agre». 
A coop for three cockerels could be sqnare, to occupy ut 
least eight cubic feet.. It should be made of well-seasoncd 
deal, with water-tight top. There should be a slidin, 
shutter before a galvanised wire window to give nir as 
required up to one-third of the front surface; and 
near the top, at back, another large adjusting venti- 
lator, constructed so as to avoid a draught through 
the body of the cage. The floor may be plain or 
slatted; we prefer the former, as a movable perch 
enn be used. There should be a large lock-up door at one 
end to give access to the inside. The coup should be fitte.l 
with a V-shaped trough, accessible from the outside, made 
to fold up when not in use. There should be a fountain 
for the water, so made as not to spill in “an ordinary sea." 
In addition, there might be a self-acting hopper bolding 
one quarter of the supply of grit and grain, and a receptae e 
holding a further supply. he shipping agent will in all 
probability give any information on the subject; but it is 
unnecessary to add that the coop is best made of light, 
though strong, material. Water is found by the ship, but 
food and attendance are extra.

This soil should be warmed 
before being used, and the best way to do this is to place 
it in a warm greenhouse for forty-eight hours before using. 
A shift into 4-inch or 5-inch pots at the proper time will 
be desirable, after which the plants may be transferred to 
the fruiting beds. Thetime between sowing and planting 
in the beds will be about five weeks, A temperature of 
70 deg. to 75 deg.. with a minimum of 60 deg., should be 
maintained, and the walls and passages kept moist. When 
the weather is warm give plenty of air, and syringe 
morning and evening. Cucumbers are generally grown in 
span-roofed houses, which are specially suitable for their 
culture ; but where stable litter is plentiful a good supply 
may be had by growing them on hot-beds in pits or 
frames, 
Plants for Unheated Greenhouse, 


The best course is to purchase in the spring fuchsias, 
geraniums, especially ivy-leaf varieties, begonias, petunias, 
or any similar tender things, and flower them throug 
the summer, then throw them away^nd fill the d 


in October with chrysanthemum: in pots, polyanthus, 
auriculas, wallflowers, carnations, Christmas roses, deutzias, 
or other flowering shrubs, roses, and ordinary spring- | 
blooming bulbs also in pots. If one cannot keep frost out | 
in the winter, none of the things mentioned will suffer 
materially. One may, if preferred, raise and grow in pots 
in the spring and summer tender annuals such as stocks, 
asters, zinnias, phlox Drummondi, verbenas, lobelias, etc., 
and if some hardy annuals were sown thinly in pots in 
September, one could winter those, and they would bloom 
in the early summer before the tender annuals,

Late Potatoes. 


Potatoes should be lifted in October, says a writer in 
Gardening Lilustrated. People who still cling to the old 
notion that every vestige of green must disappear before 
the tubers are taken up should have no scruples upon this | 
point. On heavy and cold soils it is of the greatest | 
importance that they shou'd be out of the ground, for | 


the tubers, but grubs also are apt to bore into them 
and injure them. The tubers should have been dug 
up, leaving them fully exposed to the atmosphere for | 
an hour or two to become dry. Those of an eatable 
size sould alone be selected, the smaller being rejected. 
When suitable storage room under cover is scarce, late 
potatoes may be pitted. Select a dry spot, and mark 
out a width 4 ft. or thereabouts. The soil need only 
be taken ont about 6 in., just merely to form a base, as 
the higher the bulk of the potatoes is out of the ground 
the better.. Line the sides and cover over with a layer of 
clean and sweet straw, afterwards banking over with soil, | 
bringing the sides up sharply, and beating smooth with the 
back of a clean spide to throw off the rain. It is also well 
to form a chimney in the ridge to draw off moisture. For | 
this purpose drain-tiles are the best, these being inserted | 
at intervals of 5 ft. The tiles should not be placet upright, 

but horizontally just beneath the ridge. 


On Chrysanthemums. 


The most readable treatise on the culture of ehrysanthe- | 
mums by the amateur brought to my notice for some time 
is that contained in Carter's * The Practical Gardener,” a 
copy of which I should certainly advise ** W. S." (Worees- 
ter) to purchase. It is only a shilling, and it contains 
information on every phase of gardening, properly classified 
according to the seasons and months. 

For securing good, bushy plants the present is a suitable 
time for striking cuttings, The best place, of course, is in 
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2 greenhouse, or any cool house having a temperature of 
rom 40 deg. to 50 deg., placing the r^ in an air-tight 
pro ting-frame or under hand-lights. Where such con- 
venience does not exist, the cuttings may be rooted in cold 
frames, either by inserting them in pots first ov dibbling 
them into sandy soil. More care is needed to prevent their 
being frozen, or the leaves and. stems from damping, than 
is required in a cool house. It isa bad to strike the 
cuttings in bottom-heat, as there is a risk in drawing the 
growth up weakly, which is the opposite of what is required. 
Prepare a sufficient number of clean 2}-inch pots by fir:t

placing one small crock over the hole at the bottom; on 
this place a small portion of the roughest parts of the 
com; , which should consist of half flbry loam and leaf- 
mould, with a liberal addition of sharp silver sand, passing 
all through a half-inch sieve. Press the soil into the pots 
firmly, placing a pinch of sand on the top of the soil, which 
is carried to the bottom of the hole with the dibber, on 
which the cuttings rest, as they make roots quicker in sand 
than soil. The cuttings should be taken off from two 
inches to three inches in length, selecting those which are 
stout and healthy, but not too sappy; reject any that have 
bloom-buds in the point, choosing those which have a 
tendency to a free growth ; those which grow a few inches 
away from the stem are to be preferred. Remove the 
pair of lower leaves, cut square across below a joint, 
insert the cuttings firmly in the soil, give a good water- 
ing to settle the latter about the cuttings, and place 
the pots in the hand-lights or frames. No air will be 
required until the cuttings are rooted, beyond the remov.l 
of the lights for an hour or so every morning to dissipate 
condensed moisture on the glass. If the cuttings nre to be 
struck in the frames without the aid of pots, dibble them 
into the soil (which should be three inches thick and made 
firm) about three inches apart, treating them in the sam» 
manner as the others, to avoid damping of the leav: x. 
When the cuttings have formed roots, air should b: 
giadually given them, increasing the supply as go. pro- 
ceeds, usd the lights can be removed altogether without 
the plants flagging. Place the plants as near to the glass 
as possible, another preventive of their being drawn up 
weakly, which is a fatul mistake. 


Exporting Fowls. 


Fowls for abroad must be packed in properly construcft:1 
co ps, unless they are merely to be sent across the Channel, 
when a crate par anaier, The sexes should be separated, 
and birds should not be penned together unless they agre -. 
A coop for three cockerels could be sqnare, to occupy ut 
least eight cubic feet. It should be made of well-seasoncd 
deal, with water-tight top. There should be a slidin 
shutter before a galvanised wire window to give air as 
required up to one-third of the front surface; and 
near the top, at back, another large adjusting venti- 
lator, constructed so as to avoid a draught through 
the body of the cage. The floor may be plain or 
slatted; we prefer the former, as a movable perch 
ean be used. There should be a large lock-up door at one 
end to give access to the inside. The coup should be fitte.l 
with a V-shaped trough, accessible from the outside, made 
to fold up when not in use. There should be a fountain 
for the water, so made as not to spill in “an ordinary sea.” 
In addition, there might be a self-acting hopper holding 
one quarter of the supply of p and grain, and a receptae e 
holding a further supply. The shipping agent will in all 
probability give any information on the subject; but it is 
unnecessary to add that the coop is best made of light, 
though strong, material. Water is found by the ship, but 
food and attendance are extra.
